but the rumors have been widespread enough 
to affect the bank’s customers, causing a fa ll­ 
ing off in its business to such a degree as to 
necessitate a suspension of business. 
The 
senior partner, when asked what caused the 
assignment, said:

bank has

talked to death.” 
While there had been 
no run 
on 
the 
bank 
old 
customers 
had dropped off. 
No statement of the assets 
and liabilities has been made aud until the 
schedule is complete the partners refuse to 
talk farther than say that every dollar will be 
paid. 
One of the attorneys says the assets 
amount to between $ 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 and S 100,- 
0 0 0 but much of it is in real estate and not 
easily convertible. 
Liabilities amount to as 
great a sum, it is believed. 
As a result of this 
assignment a run has been begun on S. A. 
Feteher & Co.’s bank, but it is believed they 
will be amply able to weather the storm. This 
bank is the oldest in the city and is regarded 
as the most substantial.

been felt by the National banks.

The property owners of Vine street recent­ 
ly submitted a proposition to Mr. Corrigan 
which he refused to entertain, and this refusal 
has started an opposition to him that may 
cost him more money than he anticipates. 
They offered to give ten feet on each side of 
the street for a distance of two mile« , pro­ 
vided Mr. Corrigan would help pay for tho 
removal of certain buildings. 
The total cost 
of this work was estimated at $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 , and 
the property owners asked Mr. Corrigan to 
pay $ 5 ,0 0 0 of this sum in consideration of 
the great gift he had received from tbe city. 
Mr. Corrigan is said to have replied to this 
proposition in a very brusque manner. In fact 
Mr. Axtell raid the reply was, “ I won’t pay 
a cent. ” 
He was informed that the property 
owners were giving away about $ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
worth of property for his benefit, but he still 
refused to give the $ 5 ,0 0 0 , claiming the road 
was merely an experiment.

property owners have declared war against 
him. and a strong effort will be made by legal 
proceedings to force him to bear a portion of 
the cost of widening the street.

‘T)o you believe Kansas City will have the 
same advantage in other branches? ” 
“ Yes; St. Louis contractors do not work 
much outside their own city and are not so 
well acquainted with tlie resources of a place 
as Kansas City men. 
By this titne I would 
wager that the Kansas City contractors know' 
whether brick can be made or not at Nevada, 
stone quarried, sand obtained, etc., of which 
information the St. Louis men will be almost 
totally 
ignorant. 
Kansas City men have a 
vast superiority in bidding, and will no doubt 
get the fa t.” 


T H E IRISH QU ESTION . 


A n E x-M em b er o f P a r lia m e n t G ives S om e 
In te r e s tin g P oin ts on E n glish P olitic s.

Mr. Plimsoll 
is accompanied by his wife, and after a so­ 
journ in this city will go directly to Florida.

Then too many steamers over­ 
load and trust to the consumption of coal to 
lighten them sufficiently to raise the mark be­ 
fore reaching port. 
We have about deter­ 
mined that such a law to be thoroughly effect­ 
ive must operate more fully upon the inter­ 
ests of owners. McChamberlain. the president 
of the board of trade, is heartily in sympathy 
with this question and will probably secure 
the passage of an act limiting the amount of 
marine insurance to be issued to a smaller 
I percentage of the value of vessels aud cargo, 
regu la tin g its insurance by a stricter system 
of survey than at present prevails, just as 
soon as the Irish question can be gotten rid 
of and parliament is able to legislate upon 
something else." 
“ Do you think the loss of many vessels 
now-a-days is due to overloading? ” 
“ Yes, the percentage of tho total number of 
wrecks due to over taxing the capacity of ships 
is still very large, though I am informed 
smaller than it used to be. 
I have no doubt, 
however, wo shall in due time succeed in 
framing a law which will end this evil.

“C H U G G I N G ’ FOR SU C K m R S

writes: A winter sport which seems to bo pe­ 
culiar to some parts of Pike county backwoods 
has been for a week or so occupying the 
time of such of tho dwellers in tho region as 
find pleasure in it. 
In the language of the 
backwoods, the recreation is called “ chug­ 
ging,” and as no one can “ ehug(” until the 
ponds are solidly frozen over the sport is en­ 
tirely a winter one. 
It is a companion to the 
more universal and higher sport of pickerel 
fishing with tip-ups and live bait through tho 
ice, and although tho chugger occasionally 
captures a pickerel or a perch as a prize they 
are not the game he seeks. 
His energy and 
skill are utilized in impaling the plebian suck­ 
er,- a species of which, reaching an unusually 
huge sizo, abounds in some of the mountain 
lakes that are numerous in this region. 
To the person who sees for the first time a 
“ chugging” party at the height of a day’s 
sport on tho lake the sight will be a novel and 
an amusing one. 
Tho water of these ponds 
is so pure and transparent and their surface 
so generally unruffled that the ice that forms 
on them becomes like a vast expanse of glass, 
so slippery that without ice creepers one can 
not keep his feet upon it, aud so clear that 
objects in the water are plainly visible through 
a foot's thickness of the ice. 
The number in 
a party of chuggers may be without limit. No 
less than five or six should be in a group, 
however, to make it lively and exciting. Holes 
a foot or so in diameter are cut through tho 
ice in line with one another, and five or six 
feet apart. 
One or more immense fires are 
built about on the ice to give an impression 
of warmth and cheerfulness to the surround­ 
ings. 
A demijohn, suggesting still greater 
warmth and cheer, is a prominent adjunct to 
the sport, and stands on the ice 
at 
a 
convenient distance from the line of fish­ 
ermen. 
All but one of the chuggers take a 
position at a hole in the ice. 
They either 
have sharp creepers on their boots or a pair 
of skates of tlie fashion of forty years ago. 
Each plyer at the hole has a stiff polo about 
four feet in length. 
On one end of this three 
or four good sized fish-hooks are tied with 
their backs to one another on the stick mak­ 
ing a formidable m a ny-barbed gaff. 
One of 
the party stands a few feet away from tho hole 
nearest the shore—the holes being cut close 
to the edge of the pond, where the suckers 
collect in great numbers. 
1 his person has 
either on axe or an iron-bound maul, such as 
are used for driving wedges. 
When a . 1 are 
ready the man with the ax or maul strikes the 
ice three or four times. 
The sharp “ chug” 
startles the fish bsneath the ice. and they shoot 
out 
in all directions, hundreds of them 
crowding 
together in schools, to escape 
from what they instinctively regard as im ­ 
pending disaster. 
They swim close to the 
ice, and as they pass by the holes over which 
the fishermen stand the hooka are thrust 


down and as quickly drawn out, every time 
with a squirming sucker or two impaled on 
the hooks. 
The fish is are thrown out on tho 
ice and the quick movements 
of the men 
along tho Hue of holes and the immense 
number of the fish that crowd along beneath 
them are sufficient to keep tho air filled with 
suckers as they are cast from the hooks, for 
several minutes at a time. 
By the time the 
school has passed the ice will be covered with 
bushels of the fish. 
They will average over 
a foot in length, and their meat is white, 
sweet and solid, but filled with bones as fine 
as hairs. 
The fish, after their fright is over, 
gradually work back again to the shore. 
The 
intervals between chugs, 
which are gen­ 
erally half an hour or so, are passed by a 
social pull or two at the demijohn, aud tho 
fishermen group about tho blazing fires or 
take a round or so about the pond on their 
skates. 
The captured suckers are piled in one 
big heap on the ice after each* man's catch is 
counted and commented on. 
Some of the 
chuggers are so skillful in handling the hooks 
that their movement with the polo up and 
down over their hole is as popular as clock­ 
work, never missing a fish, and never touch­ 
ing their hands to one on removing it from the 
gaff, but detaching every one by dexterous 
jerks of tho pole as it is drawn from the water. 
Pickerel, perch and other game fish are al­ 
ways in the rush of frightened suckers, but 
their movements are so much quicker and 
their intelligence so much greater than tho 
sucker that it is seldom one of them is brought 
up on the gaff. 
Nevertheless, the largest 
pickerel ever caught in any of these mountain 
ponds was caught on tho hook of an expert 
chugger named Shafer, a j’ear or so ago. 
It 
weighed nearly eight pounds. 
This simple but evidently exciting sport had 
its origin with one of the early settlers of this 
region, a pioneer named Drake. 
He settled 
in the Porter pond neighborhood, and one 
winter he was snow bound with his family in 
his log cabin and was unable to get fo the 
settlements in the Delaware valley to obtain 
needed supplies. The blockade remained un­ 
broken so long that all h is larder contained 
was a small quantity of pickled pork. 
The 
ponds had not been stocked with pickerel in 
those days, but they contained trout. 
Drake 
fitted up two or three hooks and lines, scraped 
the snow off' of tho ice for several yards 
around, cut tho necessary holes, and baiting 
h is hooks with the ouly bait ho could obtain, 
bits of fat pork, he began fishing in hope of 
capturing trout enough to keep the household 
going until the settlements could be reached. 
The sail pork did not seem to be a bait 
that tempted 
the 
particular 
appetites 
of 
the 
trout, 
and 
Drake fished from 
morning till late in the afternoon without 
getting a bite. 
He was about taking out his 
hook and going back to his house in despair 
when his sou, a boy about 15 years old, came 
dragging into the cleared spot on tho ice a 
pine knot, which he began to split up with 
liis ax. 
Drake was stooping down over one 
of his holes in the i<-o and beginning to draw 
up his line when the boy began to chop. 
Immediately following tho first stroke of the 
ax, tish by the hundred went rushing past the 
hole in the ice. 
Drake was startled at first, 
but necessity quickened his wits, and drawing 
his line out he jerked the pork from the hook, 
dropped the bare hook down in the midst of 
the rushing fisli, and sweeping it among them 
hooked 
one 
in tho belly 
and 
drew it 
out on the ice. 
By this 
time the fish 
had ceased 
running. 
Drake 
hurriedly 
cut a 
stiff stick, took 
his 
three hooks, 
and bound them to 
one end, and then 
shouted to the boy to “ give the ice another 
chug.” 
The chug was given and heller skel­ 
ter rushed the frightened fish by tho holes 
again. 
Drake used his stick and hooks to 
good advantage, and before dark went home 
happy with half a bushel of suckers. 
His 
discovery served him well for a week, when a 
warm rain lasting two days melted the snow in 
the woods and he was able to 
get 
to the 
settlement. 
Such was the origin of “ chugging 
for suckers.” 
Pickerel and perch 
fishing 
through the ice is now affording great sport 
to anglers. 
Nickecronk pond Log Tavern 
pond, Silver lake, Porter’s pond. Brink pond, 
Shaaft's pond, and other waters in this vicin­ 
ity are visited daily by sportsmen. 
Two fish­ 
ermen caught 150 pickerel and perch in 
Nickecronk pond Christmas day. 
Some of 
the perch weighed three and a half pounds 
each, a remarkably large size.

the Lackawanna Iron S c Coal company be­ 
gan to dump the cinders from its steel mill 
on a x>iece of low land a short distance south 
of the main business part of Scranton. 
The 
refuse was at first emptied out of the cars 
from the summit of the ridge, aud as the 
heap grew the tracks were moved to the edire 
of the deposit, the top of which was con­ 
stantly kept level. 
In the course of a few 
yea rs the refuse covered several acres aud 
\\as from twenty-five to thirty-five fee. deep. 
There was, nevertheless, scrap iron and 
steel in the huge pile, but it was not thought 
to l>e worth much, and tho managers of the 
company were glad to get rid of it at the lowest 
possible cost and in the easiest and quickest 
way, 
The area covered by the refuse was 
called “ Mainland" and it was the intention of 
the company to utilize it for building lots 
some time in the distant future. 
About this lime a man named Lloyd came 
to Scranton from tho lower part of the state. 
He sought out the general manager of the 
company and told him that a man could make 
good wages at picking scrap iron around the 
edges of tho dump. 
He brought the inter­ 
view to a close by saying to the manager: 
“ Will you give me five dollars a ton for all 
the iron I can gather around there? ” 
"No, sir.” replied the manager. 
“ Will you give mo four? ” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ Will vou give me three? ” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ Will vou give me two and a half? ” 
“ Yes.” 
So Lloyd went to work picking up scrap 
iron, and piled it in heaps along the foot of 
the dump, and at the end of tho first month 
he had enough picked up to bring him $ 1 0 0 . 
He made a littlo more tho second mouth 
without working at all hard. 
He was a cau­ 
tious person and he was afraid the company 
would cancel the contract if its managers 
found that he was getting rich too fast, and 
so ho took it easy for some time, 
He ransacked the sloping side of the dump 
pretty thoroughly each month and as fast as 
the cars were tipped up and emptied of their 
contents he took good care to take out all tho 
small pieces of iron before the carloads of 
refuse slid down the slope and covered them 
up. 
Everything went along nicely for eight 
or ten months, and Llov’d was doing so well 
that he neglected to be as cautious as he had 
formerly been. 
One would have said that 
there was a big bonanza for him in the thou­ 
sands of tons of refuse in the heap. 
At any rate he thought he might as well 
work it a littlo livelier than ho had done. 
He 
had cleared .$ 3,000 one month and that was 
the last of his contract. 
The manager told 
him that he could not rake and scrape around 
that heap any more and that the company 
would do its own raking and scraping. 
One 
of the company's foremen, who had told the 
general manager that there were mines of 
wealth in the cinder dump, made preparations 
to dig into tho heap and get the iron out of 
every square foot of it. 
He got tho machin­ 
ery in place, so as to save as much labor as 
possible, and began to mine into the bowels 
of the hill at one particular point. 
'.Hie crust panned out pretty fair but tbe in­ 
terior of the heap was found to have been on 
fire for many years. 
The iron had become 
oxydized by the heat and was utterly worth­ 
less and the idea of searching for untold 
thousands was at once abandoned. 
It was 
learned afterwards that Lloyd,who had reaped 
a harvest off of the dump, was an old hand at 
the business and that he chuckled to himself 
when he heard that the foreman was prepar­ 
ing to search for thousands of tons of iron in 
the bowels of the heap.

G uand C e nt ral H o t e l , El> P as o , Tex., 
J an. 2 9 .—Ten days ago I viewed Kansas 
City for the last time, perhaps, this winter. 
I viewed her snow-clad streets, her ieicles and 
her steep slopes and passed out of her gates, 
cheered bv’ the prospect of soon reaching tho 
sunny south. 
But such was not my good 
fortune, for the grim ice king, with his frosty 
breath, blew the falling snowflakes into huge 
drifts in the pathway of tho iron steed and 
checked its 
progress. 
However, 
after a 
week’s captivity at Kinsley, Kas., the track 
was cleared, the journey resumed, and I at 
last find myself at my present journey's end, 
where I hope to enjoy for a few days tho ob­ 
ject of my search—a land of perpetual sun­ 
shine and the best gifts of nature linked to 
tho grand achievements of modern civiliza­ 
tion. 
The contrast of climate between this and 
the frozen north, from which T have just 
escaped, can scarcely be conceived of 
by 
those who have not passed from one to the 
other in the same season, and especially in 
winter. 
Even now I am writing, tireless, by 
my open window, through which the plaza 
opposite appears in its perpetual garments of 
green. 
Children are playing upon the grass 
and many .persons are strolling, leisurely, 
about on tho smooth gravel walks, while 
others may be seen sitting in the pagoda, or 
on the innumerable settees, which, at regular 
intervals dot the margin of the lawns. 
In tho center of the plaza, a fountain, pro­ 
truding from a mass of rocks in a miniature 
lake, throws upward a spray of water upon 
which the rays of the declining sun aid in the 
formation of a rainbow7, clear and distinct. 
Looking beyond, to the north, the eye rests 
in the grand old Franklin mountain, two 
miles distant. 
It is bathed, from base to 
summit, in the golden glory of the setting 
sun, save in the lee of its crags and crevices, 
where shadows fall, long aud sombre, toning, 
in effect, the yellow of the suu. 
But more beautiful than all else is the scene 
to the east; there, nearly a hundred miles 
distant, the Sierra Blanco mountains appear 
like a crimson cloud upon the plain, the re­ 
sult of distance and atmospheric effect upon 
the sun’s rays through such a space. 
These are, indeed, beiutiful sights at this 
season of the year, but appreciated most by 
those who have been accustomed only to the 
ice and snows aud zero of a northern winter, 
and I might add a loug list of discomforts in­ 
cident to the same, including frozen ears and 
feet, ventilated cable cars, slumbers, and 
“ Beautiful Snow” poets. 
El Paso is remarkable not alone for its de­ 
lightful climate and beautiful scenery, but in 
a city that is rapidlj* acquiring distinction 
as 
a 
great 
metropolis 
and 
railroad 
center. 
It is also in the heart of a rich agri­ 
cultural, mining and stock country, which i 
speedily being developed, and the time is not 
far distant when the products of El Paso 
county will be widely celebrated for excel­ 
lence and abundance. 
Since I was last here, 
some seven months ago, many and great im­ 
provements have been made both in public 
and private buildings, and especially in pop­ 
ulation, which, in that interval, has increased 
over one thousand souls, from which state­ 
ment—one I have every reason to believe 
titie—a fair idea may be had of the rapid 
growth aud future importance of this, the 
chief city of the Rio Grande valley.

T h e R e m ar k ab le S c e n e at a C h ild ’s F u n e r al 
in Illin o is.

S t r e at or , 111., Feb. 1 
nessed a spectacle unparalleled in American 
histo ry, that o f a co nvict in attendance at the 
funeral o f a relative. 
In Octo ber last Peter 
A. Weast, who had led an eventful and check­ 
ered career 
in 
this 
city, returned fro m 
Euro pe. 
So o n after his arrival at ho me he 
disco vered that Mr. Tho mas B. Parks, o f 
Benso n. 111., a wealthy grain merchant, had 
been usurping rights that were his. 
Fo llo w­ 
ing up the scent, he so o n fo und that an un­ 
due intimacy had existed between Parks and 
Mrs. Weast nearly the who le time o f his 
absence. 
He immediately telegraphed Parks 
to meet him at Streato r. 
Mrs. Weast sent a 
dispatch fo r Mr. Parks to meet her at dinner 
fo ur miles distant fro m the city. 
The tele­ 
grams had the desired eifect, and Parks and 
Mrs. Weast dro ve to Streato r acco mpanied 
by an atto rney. 
At the ho tel they were met 
by Weast and his atto rney, when an inter­ 
view was had which terminated in Weast 
sho o ting Parks in the thigh, severing the femo ­ 
ral artery. 
A half do zen physicians attended 
him, perfo rmed three separate attempts at j 
ligature and finally added a fitiing climax to j 
the butchery by amputating the limb. 
Death j 
fo llo wed a few ho urs later and Weast was ! 
tried andf co nvicted o f manslaughter and 
sentenced to three years at J o liet. 
On Friday 
last his O-year-o ld daughter died, and in­ 
fluence was bro ught to bear upo n Go verno r i 
Oglesby that induced him to grant a tempo - j 
rary leave o f absence to the co nvict to attend 
the child's funeral, winch o ccurred yesterday. 
The news that Weast wo uld be in attend­ 
ance at the o bsequies spread like wild fire, 
and fully 1 ,5 0 0 assembled at the Plumb 
ho use to meet him and his arrival was attend­ 
ed with a veritable o vatio n. 
Fully 0 0 0 peo ­ 
ple, amo ng who m were the mayo r, city o ffi­ 
cers. pro minent merchants and pro minent 
ladies, visiting and shaking hands with him 
in his ro o m. 
The church where the funeral 
sermo n was preached, o ne o f the largest in 
the city, was filled to o verflo wing, several 
hundred waiting o utside in the bitter co ld 
until the services were o ver and then fo llo w­ 
ing ihe remains to the cemetery. 
The actio n 
o f the go verno r in thus establishing a prece­ 
dent witho ut a parallel is vario usly co m­ 
mented upo n and will do ubtless lead to leg

been acquainted with Mr. Co nway fo r two 
years. 
She remembered the killing o f Mrs. 
Co nway and daughter, and abo ut 1 o ’clo ck 
that day she saw Co nway at Eighteenth and 
McGee streets. 
On cro ss examinatio n the 
witness said she did no t eat dinner at ho me 
that day, but dro ve o ut to the farm; she met 
Mr. Co nway at Eighteenth 
and 
McGee 
streets, but co uld no t state what kind o f a 
ho rse he was driving; she tho ught, ho wever, 
it was a gray ho rse. 
Ro undsman McGinnis testified that he was 
at the Co nway residence the day o f the mur­ 
der and remained there fro m 3 until 0 o ’clo ck, 
lie said that Co nway did no t wear the checked 
shirt sho wn in the co urt, but had o n a striped 
shirt. 
Ho was cro ss examined very briefly. 
Mrs. J . D. Anderso n testified that she was 
living at 4 0 0 East Eighteenth street o n Oct. 
2 1 . 
She was acquainted with Mrs. Co nway, 
and had had a number o f co nversatio ns with 
her. 
When asked what kind o f a lo o king wo ­ 
man Mrs. Co nway was, the witness replied: 
“ She was a fearful ho mely wo man.” 
The de­ 
fense then asked the witness if she o verheard 
Mrs. Co nway speak in reference to her do ­ 
mestic happiness. 
The state o bjected and 
the co uit excluded the testimo ny. 
The wit­ 
ness said she saw Mr. Co nway the day o f the 
murder, between 11 and 12 o ’clo ck. 
He had 
o n a striped Chevio t shirt. 
She saw Mr. 
Co nway after he returned fro m Westpo rt; she 
was standing near the gateway to the Co nway 
residence. 
“ Did yo u no tice his hand? ” 
“ Yes, sir, very particularly.” 
“ Did yo u see anything? ” 
“ Yes, sir; o n the thumb and little finger o f 
his right hand I saw what I to o k to bo two 
dro ps o f blo o d.” 
The witness said she saw Co nway at the 
restaurant the night after the funeral and had 
a co nversatio n with him: he said that his wife 
had never been o f an}r acco unt o r help to 
him. 
On cro ss-examinatio n the witness said she 
was fro m New Yo rk and was married last 
December. 
She was asked her age but re­ 
fused to tell it. 
She did no t see Mr. Co n­ 
way after lie left the restaurant, which was 
between 11 and 12 o ’clo ck, until he returned 
fro m Westpo rt. 
She first spo ke o f seeing 
blo o d o n Mr. Co nway’s hand tho night o f the 
murder.

During the cro ss examinatio n the witness, 
who is a very large lady, became very much 
excited and declared that she believed Co n­ 
way co mmitted the murder. This declaratio n, 
co mming so unexpectedly fro m the witness 
stand, caused the blo o d to rush to Co nway’s 
face and fo r a few minutes he was visibly af­ 
fected. 
He so o n reco vered his co mpo sure, 
ho wever, and faced the witness in a meek 
and, at times, smiling manner. 
Co ntinuing her testimo ny the witness said 
that while she was standing at the gate in 
fro nt o f the Co nway residence, Mr. Co nway 
entered the ho use; as he passed thro ugh tho 
gate he raised his right hand to his face and 
at that instant she saw the blo o d marks upo n 
his thumb and finger. 
Witness said that Mr. 
Co nway wo re a different suit when he return­ 
ed fro m Westo m-t than the o ne he had o n 
when she saw mm at the restaurant.

shirt in the co urt ro o m was no t the o ne Co n­ 
way wo re when he returned fro m Westpo rt.

D. Co nway said he saw letters at the 
barn and no ticed that they were written in the 
German language. 
The witness had no pa­ 
pers o r letters at the barn. 
He said that he 
did no t wash his hands at the bam that day, 
neiihtsr did he change his clo thes. 
The wit­ 
ness said that when tie returned fro m West­ 
po rt he did no t enter the fro nt yard, but 
went to the rear o f the ho use. 
Dr. Yo ung testified that he saw Mr. Co n­ 
way at Eighteenth and Grand avenue, abo ut 
no o n the day o f the 
murder. 
Co nway was 
go ing to wards Westpo rt. 
Chief Speers stated that he was at the 
ho use 
after tho murder and when he first 
saw Co nway he was co ming into the sitting 
ro o m fro m the kitchen. 
He co uld no t see 
blo o d o n either Co nway’s clo thing o r his 
hands. 
The witness was sho wn ¿ lie shirt in 
the co urt ro o m and said he tho ught the gar- i 
ment Co nway had o n tho day o f the murder j 
was lighter in co lo r than the o ne befo re him. 
The rest o f the afterno o n was spent in 
hearing evidence in rebuttal. 
The arguments 
will be made to -mo rro w and the case will 
pro bably go to the jury during the afterno o n.

bridge.

that the fo rmer 
years tugs have bro ken up the ice belo w the 
bridge; that tho ice co ming fro m the no rth

lo ng to give

institutions, which mature and develope all th a t! 
|s noble and g rand in the human mind as the 
¿ 1 >ril shower nurtures and bring s to maturity 
the flowers on which it falls. 
To know some­ 
thing of the mental processes of su h a man, 
to be made acquainted with some o f the caus­ 
es of his wonderful success in every sphere of 
actio a on which he has touched, will, no 
doubt, prove interesting to our readers and to 
'shed a lig ht, however faint, on the routine of 
his daily life is the purpose of this article. 
Feb,. I), 1880 , will mark the 72d birthday 
Of Mr. Tilden—more than the three score and 
ten years which are allotted as the lim it o f a 
g ood old ag o. 
Seven years ag o he forsook 
public life for the peaceful quiet which his 
accumulated years entitled him to and which 
'bis vast fortune so well enabled him to enjoy. 
His health, which had never been robust aud 
was impaired by the weig ht of increasing 
'years, demanded cessation from care and he 
¡determined to seek the country, where he 
*£0UId pass his remaining days, lie they many 
or few, in seclusion and repose. 
In 1 879 he boug ht Graystone, one o f the 
Stateliest places on the Hudson. 
The house 
fetands on the summit of a knoll 4 5 0 feet 
>above the level of the river at its hig hest 
stag e. 
The g rounds toward the river are in 
six mtural terraces. 
Opposite stand with bold outline the g rand* 
e stp ir to f the Falisadep, forming a striking 
feature o f the landscape. 
The Peekskill 
mountains are in plain view to the northwest, 
and the broad Tappan Zee, seen throug h vis­ 
tas o f arching trees, looks like a mountain- 
locked lake. 
On clear days the Katskills, 
Staten Island, New York bay and Long Island 
sound can be seeu from the centre tower of 
,the house. 
To the east the undulating sur­ 
fa ce o f the country, with the silvery sheen of 
}ho water o f the sound beyond, makes a won­ 
derfully beautiful picture. 
A broad piazza ex tends the leng th o f the 
western side of the house, and you look down 
¡.upon the broad Hudson throug h opening s 
tut in the forest trees. 
A prominent object 
in the g rounds towards the river is a g rand 
pld oak, whose 
wide-spreading branches 
shad'd several thousand square feet o f g round. 
It has been named the Tilden Oak. 
The dwelling , built of g raystone, is a g rand 
pile. 
The massive towers, the buttressed 
walls and crowning turrets g ive it a stately 
appearance, which is, however, somewhat 
marred by a mansard roof—a vag ary of the 
architect. 
A noble hall 2 0 x 70 feet inns 
throug h the centre. 
Midway on the north 
side, in a sub-hallway, rises the g rand stair­ 
way. lig hted by a stained g lass skylig ht, and 
fm the tirst landing by a screen of mediaeval 
plass. 
On the west side o f the stairway is 
the dining room, 4 0 x 2 5 feet, and to the rig ht 
as you enter the hall is the office and work 
room for the secretaries. 
The south half o f the first floor is divided 
into reception and music rooms, saloon, par­ 
lor and library. 
Above these are Vr. Tilden’s 
suit of sleeping , dressing and valet’s rooms. 
Save the g uest room, the whole of the second 
floor is reserved for Mr. Tilden’s use. 
Al­ 
thoug h the main part o f his library remains 
at his Gramerey park house in New York, 
every available space for bookcases on the 
Becond floor of Graystone is occupied. 
An 
orig inal elephant fo lio edition o f Audubon's 
Birds fills a special plush lined case. 
One 
room is devoted to books on ag riculture, hor­ 
ticulture, 
arboriculture, 
dairy, 
farming , 
horses, sheep, dog s and poultry." One o f Mr. 
Tilden’s peculiarities is to ex haust the litera­ 
ture of whatever subject he may be inclined 
to investig ate. 
Few specialties have moro 
complete editions o f books relating to ag ri­ 
culture and kindred subjects than you will 
find in this library. 
The third story is di­ 
vided into eig ht spacious chambers, the win­ 
dows o f each commanding a view o f g roat 
ex tent. 
From those on the north, west and 
south sides of the house you look upon the 
most picturesque portion o f the scenery of 
the Hudson river. 
The kitchen and servants’ 
quarters are in an ex tension which, forming 
a part of the building , is cut off by a hallway. 
The billiard room, lig hted by six * larg e win­ 
dows, is on the second floor o f this ex ten­ 
sion. 
Stables, g reenhouses, etc., are upon the 
same liberal scale as the mansion itself. 
The 
store, tea and rose houses are only equaled 
by those of Mr. Gould at Irving ton, on the 
Hudson. 
The g rounds at Graystone contain 
six ty acres, while the farm across North 
Broadway is ninety acres in area. 
The cattle 
consist of Guernseys and J erseys, imported 
by Mr. Tilden. 
The proprietor takes a lively 
interest in all that pertains to his flocks, and 
herds and ex ercises a close personal super­ 
vision over them. 
Mr. Tilden’s favored horse 
is called Topic, a venerable thoroug hbred, 
which is now retired from active service and 
like his master passes his declining years in 
ease and contentment. 
During four or five months Mr. Tilden’s 
yacht, the Viking , with fires banked, lies off 
the .lock at Yonkers ready for use at a half 
hour's notice. 
She is 1 3 8 feet long , sloop 
rig g ed, can steam about fourteen mile3 an 
hour, is eleg antly fitted up and has a comple­ 
ment o f fourteen officers and men. 
M r. Tilden’s household servants consist of 
two valets, six domestics, three coachmen, a 
stableman, a g ardener and five assistants, a 
farmer and eig ht farm laborers. 
Mr. Geo. 
W. Smith, his business manag er, resides in 
New York City, Mr. Cahill, tho amanuensis, 
resiles at Graystone. 
All o f Mr. Tilden's 
domestics have been with him a g reat many 
years. 
Beside Mr. Tilden’s country residence he 
also has a mag nificent mansion at Gramerey 
park in New York City, but he has never oc­ 
cupied it ex cept for a few months. 
The 
g reat bulk of his library is in the latter house. 
One-half the house is fire proof. 
In addition to his economic and political 
studies Mr. Tilden covers almost the entire 
field o f r scent literature. 
There is scarcely 
intermission in the reading when he is not 
asleep. 
An intellig ent 
and 
accomplished 
young lady, Miss Anna Gould, a sister of 
Mrs. Henry Tilden, is Mr. Tilden’s principal 
reader. 
Her record of books read during less 
than eig hteen months shows that about 2 0 0 
volumes were consumed in that time. 
In 
addition to these all the principal mag azines, 
reviews and other periodical publications of 
the United States and Eng land were not 
neg lected. 
Beading is not a mere pastime with Mr. 
Tilden. 
Scarely a book is read that does not 
sug g est some research, inquiry or ex amina­ 
tion in one or more directions. 
Ho is espec­ 
ially fond o f books o f travel, autobiog raphy 
and biog raphy. 
Fiction is not neg lected, but 
his taste is critical. 
He loves an intricate 
plot, but is equally interested in a well told 
and intense love story. 
He does not like 
stories with unpleasant denouements. 
Mr. Tilden has a variety of pets including 
ma'tese cats and kittens, pug and St. Bernard 
dog s. 
Mr. Tilden has always been a close 
student nd manifests the same interest in 
public u x 'airs that he did forty years ag o. 
In 
addition to his more profound studies he 
devotes a g reat deai o f time to miscellaneous 
reading and is thoroug hly conversant with 
current literatare. 
"When In g ood health Mr. Tilden takes break­ 
fast at 7:30; at 10 o ’clock he lunches and at 
reg ular intervals o f three hours and a half his 
aueals are served. 
He usually retires at 11 
o ’clock in tho evening . 
Twice during the 
day ho takes short naps, and if the weather 
w il permit he hikes a short ride every day. 
The perfect self-control which Mr. Tilden 
can ex ercise over himself, aud the boyishness 
with which he enters into recreation are 
marked characteristics. 
During the days of

deliberations 
o f the national convention. 
During the day the nominations were made 
was, in addition to discharg ing the reg ular 
duties of his office, he eng ag ed with Mr. J ames 
C. Carter preparing an elaborate answer in a 
g reat railroad case. 
When tho hour for his 
daily horseback ride came, 
a messeng er 
broug ht a teleg ram from St. Louis which an­ 
nounced that f he first ballot was in prog ress. 
Merely g lancing at the dispatch he left the 
ex ecutive office, mounted Topic and went off 
for a three hours' ride. 
For five years Mr. Tilden has been unable 
to speak above a whisper, which defect is 
caused by a relax ation of the vocal chords. 
His hearing is perfect and his eyesig ht g ood, 
bnt he is almost deprived o f the use o f his 
hands. 
He walks well, however, and his 
g eneral health is fair. 
He frequently sends a 
messeng er to New York from Graystono to 
g et a book which he wants instead of tele­ 
g raphing to one o f his secretaries to bring it 
up on the evening train. 
In the preparation 
and trial of a cause even the slig htest inci­ 
dents were taken note o f and every fact looked 
up carefully. 
One of his most important 
leg al triumphs was won by following up a 
frail and securing evidence which had been 
overlooked by lawyers who were reputed care­ 
ful and painstaking in their preparations 
During the trial o f the famous Burdell case 
in tho surrog ate court he learned late one 
afternoon that a person living twenty miles 
away could probably g ive some information 
o f importance to his client. 
He did not 
trust to any junior counsel or clerk to hunt 
up this individual, but drove his own team 
forty miles that nig ht and came into court the 
nex t morning with his witness, whose testi­ 
mony won the case. 
A g entleman who spent several months 
collating ^ evidence and index ing it for Mr. 
I ilden told this anecdote, which illustrates 
aptly his thoroug h knowledg e o f a subject he 
has ex amined. 
The index was analytical, 
with cross references under names as well as 
subjects. In copying the index for the printer 
by a slig ht oversig ht in checking off the roug h 
notes one name was omitted. 
It was not un 
important omission and the subject this wit­ 
ness s testimony related to was covered by a 
half dozen close references. 
The copy was 
submitted to Mr. Tilden. and when ho came 
to the letter under which the omitted name 
should have appeared he detected the omis­ 
sion instantly. 
Had Mr. Tilden preserved reminiscences of 
his life and the scenes throug h which he has 
passed on paper they would have contributed 
g reatly to the his lor}’ of the nation, but, un­ 
fortunately, he has not done this and his 
biog rapher will have to depend on his corres­ 
pondence for the statesman’s impressions and 
opinions on what he saw. 
The three g reatest 
statesmen the nation has so far produced 
were, in Mr. Tilden’s opinion, Samuel Adams, 
Thomas J efferson and Andrew 
J ackson. 
They were men o f the people, who believed 
in the common people and in their patriotism 
and capacity for self-g overnment.

The mode of life of the averag e 
American is o f such a character, that he is 
constantly iu need of a tonic. 
He is rushed 
at his business, swallows his meals hastily 
aud without any thoug ht as to the capacity of 
his stomach for dig estion, takes little rest, 
and necessarily feels hipped; is subject to 
headache, and takes often a g loomy view of 
thing s g enerally. 
In such cases he resorts to 
bitters, under the delusion that they will act 
on the secretions o f the stomach and g ive the 
system new streng th and energ y. 
Men with 
active brains, whose professions compel them 
lo lead 
sedentary lives, also long for a 
tonic. 
They may be opposed to the use of 
what are popularly called stimulants, mean­ 
ing fermented 
liquors, 
and 
so 
they 
lay the flattering unction to 
their souls, 
that a wine g lass full of some bitter decoction 
will steady their nerves, supply their brains 
with g ray matter aud ex hilarate them without 
after depressing . A little thoug ht would show 
them under what a fallacy they are laboring . 
The writer recently purchased samples o f 
four of the most widely-advertised bitters in 
the market, and the simple chemical analysis 
to which they were subjected showed that 
they contained about 3 0 percent, (the amouut 
the g overnment allows) of tho most po iso n­ 
ous and adulterated alcohol, and that the 
residuum consisted of various foreig n sub­ 
stance, which were simply added as flavoring 
ex tracts, 
to 
disg uise 
the 
taste of the 
orig inal compound. 
The poorer the g rade of 
the alcohol the more vicious is tho compound. 
The value which such so-called bitters are 
supposed to have is of a purely fictitious 
character. 
Iu fact, in time they irritate and 
injure the delicate membrane o f the stomach, 
and so vitiate the taste that the palate soon 
can not disting uish between g ood and bad. 
It is neither a natural nor a healthy ex cite­ 
ment which is produced by those so-called 
aids 
to 
dig estion, 
and 
the 
w'onder is 
that the 
sensible 
people 
who know 
a 
little 
at 
least 
as 
to 
the 
operation 
of 
natural laws, should allow themselves to be 
so misled as to what the system really needs. 
These decoctions are consumed principally by 
the debilitated, the convalescent, the depressed 
and particularly by ag ed people and weak 
women and others to whom a stimulant is in­ 
dispensable. 
Now,while alcohol,especially in 
the form o f whisky, is acknowledg ed to be tho 
best stimulant, and is prescribed and used by 
physicians for this purpose everywhere, we 
can’t conceive why people will insist on taking 
this alcohol in the form o f a decoction, the 
compounding of which they know nothing 
and which, as shown by analysis, contains 
fusel oil, vitriol, catechu and poisons of the 
most deadly kind. 
It would be far better for 
them to come out boldly and use the pare ar­ 
ticle, something made from malt, which com­ 
bines both food and stimulative qualities.
